This  board  was  established 
at  the  recommendation  of  Dr.  Theodore 
Distler,  former  president  of  the  Association 
of  American  Colleges  and  Universities  and 
now  serving  as  administrative  consultant  of 
the  association,  and  Mr.  Evan  Taylor,  Co- 
ordinator of  the  Mount  St.  Scholastica  - St. 
Benedict  cooperative  program.  The  members 
of  this  committee  are  Msgr.  William  Baum, 
Mrs.  John  Oliver  and  Jack  Whitaker.  Other 
members  are  Dr.  Robert  Knickerbocker,  Sister 
Rosemary  Flanigan,  C.S.J.,  Edwin  G. 
Borserine,  Charles  S.  Stevenson,  Rev.  Robert 
F.  Weiss,  Sister  Patricia  Marie  Hix,  C.S.J., 
and  the  two  presidents,  Sister  Olive  Louise 
Dallavis,  C.S.J.,  and  Very  Rev.  Maurice  Van 
Ackeren.
